House, by 300 to 1, Demands 
Its Immediate Abrogation, 


Russia’s Treatment of Jewish- 
American Citizens Declared 
an Affront to United States. 
Republican Leader Mann

Washington, December 13.—The Sti- 
zer joint resolution for the termination 
of the treaty ‘of 1832 between the Uni- 
ted States and Russia, because of the 
latter’s “discrimination against Jewisn- 
American citizens, passed the house to- 
night 300 to 1. The one negative vote 
was cast by Representative Malby, of 
New York. A practically identical res- 
olution by Senator Culberson, of Texas, 
is pending in the senate. Both the 
Sulzer and Culberson resolutions would 
direct the president to give Russia, im- 
mediately, the year’s notice pnecesary 
for the complete abrogation of the 
treaty that has been in force nearly 
80 years. .

Jim Jolly Was Convicted of Mur- 
der on Circumstantial Evidence, 


It Was Charged That He Killed 
a Young Woman Who Was 
Riding With ._Him— Always 
Maintained His Innocence 
and Has Behaved Splendidly. 


If an absolutely perfect record of 
thirty-one years in the Georgia peni- 
tentiary entitles a man to considera- 
tion, Jim Jolly, of DeKalb county, 
serving a life sentence for murder in 
the convict camps of Fulton county, 
should soon regain ‘his liberty. 

After thorough investigation and 
after it was determined there was no 
opposition to the application, the 
prison “commission has recommended 
to Governor Slaton that Jolly be pa- 
roled. The governor now has the case 
under consideration and it is generally 
believed he will follow the prison com- 
mission's recommendation. 

Jolly’s case is one of the most un- 
ustal in’ the prison records of Geor- 
gia.

“Outrageous, shameful and scan- 
dalous!” were the terms used yester- 
dty by Luther H. Still, president of the 
Atlanta Typographical Union, in de- 
scribing the way he contends the state 


with jts contract for the state print- 
ing. 

“The state of Georgia has been 
rubbed of hundreds of dollars,” said 
President Still. “It is a shame the 
way the contract for the state print- 
ing has been abused.” 

The hearing before the commission, 
which is composed of Secretary Cook, 
Comptroller General William A. 
Wright, and Treasurer W. J. Speer, 
arose as the result of complaints made 
by President Still regarding the print- 
ing this year of the senate and house 
journals ald the acts of 1911. 

The contract calls for il-point type 
in printing these records, and Mr. Still 
charged that, while this type was 
used, the Byrd Company had used so 
much spacing that the work amounted 
to 561 pages in -.the acts more than 
would have been required had ordinary 
spacing been used. The state pays for 
this work by space, and Mr. Still 
charges that what is true of the acts 
is true of the journals—there are 30 
per cent more of the printed pages 
than would have been required had | 
the specifications been followed, he 
says. 

At the hearing before the commis- 
sion Mr. Still produced affidavits from 
J. A. Buffington and Fred Ball, former 
employees of the Byrd Company, to 
the effect that J. 8S. McCreight, the

Denies All Charges. 

The Byrd Printing Company was 
represented at the hearing by Mr.

All 
three of these gentlemen denied abso- 
lutely that their firm had been guilty 
of “slugging” or “padding’’ the print- 
ing work of the state, and that if the 
acts and the journals had exceeded 
the ordimfary amount of space in print- 
ing it was due éntirely to the fact 
was more printing to do.

“In refuting these charges,” sald 
Mr. Still, “the Byrd Company sought 
to. produce the same work dgne jast 
year, and tried to show that no more 
Space was used this year than was 
used last. Mr. Byrd was merely try- 
ring to prove his case by corroborat- 
ing his own evidence. He printed 
these records last year, and I charge 
that wnen he ‘slugged’ them so as to 
make the pages run far more than 
they should have run. 

Uuionism Not the Issue. 

“It has been said that I brought 
these charges because of unionism, I 
deny that. I opened this case as a 
citizen and a taxpayer, and it is some- 
thing that every citizen and évery 
legislator should be interested in.

Richardson and Mrs. “sither Heys, 
father and sister of the murdered Mrs. 
Childers, bu® among the prisoner’s 
staunchest friends and believers in his 
innocence. 

In bidding Childers goodbye, both 
expressed the hope that he would soon 
join them at home again. To both} 
Childers expressed entire confidence 
of his acquittal.

Muddy Stream, a Present Nuis- 
ance, May Be Turned 
to Account. 


An inspection was made yesterday 
afternoon by Mayor Winn, General 
Manager Smith, Chief of Construction 
Clayton, Chairman Quillian, 6f the bond 
commission, and President Woodside, 
of the water board, of a muddy stream 
of water which flows from the filter 
station to the lake of the Atlanta Steei 
company. The steel company claims 
that the dumping of mud into the 
lake is greatly injurious to their busi- 
ness. It was to ascertain the exact 
Situation that the committee made the 
inspection Wednesday. 

It,is probable that the city will have 
to build a dam to, keep the muddy 
water from the company's lake and 
allow the water to flow: into another 
lake owned by the city. . While the 
dam will cost several thousand dol- 
lars it is believed the money will’ be 
well spent, as the city will save an- 
nually 300,000,000 gallons of water, as 
much as the new reservoir holds, which 
is now being wasted. The filters are 
flushed about once a month and the 
muddy water is now turned into a 
ravine whereby it might be _ saved. 
Mayor Winn thinks that the city may 
not only save money by saving the 
waste water, but also derive a good 
revenue by utilizing the clay deposits 
for the making of terra cotta. The 
committee will probably frame a full 
report within a few days.

MAY FREE HYDE 


Attorneys of Accused Doctor 
to Plead His Life Can’t Be 
Again Put in Jeopardy. 


Kansas City, December 13.—No trace 
of Harry W. Waldron, the runaway 
member: of the jury that has been 
hearing the second trial of Dr. B. C.

The feature of the case that is wor- 
rying the states’ attorney is the an- 
nounced intention of Dr. Hyde’s attor- 
neys. to assert, ff this jury is discharg- 
ed, that the life of the defendant can- 
not again. be placed in jeopardy on the 
charge of killing Colonel Swope.

Porterfielq does not think the second 
trial has jeopardized the life of Dr. 
Hyde. However, the prosecution de- 
sires to be certain that the court’s 
view is correct before it agrees to the 
pdischarge of this jury. 

Even if Waldron should return now 
and resume his duties as a juror, say 
attorneys for the defense, his action 
in absenting himself *from the other 
jurors would be sufficient ground for 
reversal.

Excellent reasoning is back of the movement recently launched) 
to form an association of automobile owners in Atlanta. At the 
meeting at which tentative steps were taken, Colonel Walter P. 
Andrews was appointed chairman of a committee of seven to 
draft a constitution and by-laws, which will be submitted to a 
meeting to be subsequently called and to which all the automobile 
owners of Atlanta will be invited. : 

It was stated as one of the primary objects of the organiza- 
tion to promote co-operation among autoists in the framing and 
enforcement of laws affecting traffic. On this count alone the as-

Less Railway Legislation. 

(From The Railway Age Gazette.) 

The Railway Business association, in 
a pamphlet entitled “Gonstructive Ra1!- 
way Policies in Many States in 1911,” 
has made an abstract of all of the gen- 
eral laws affecting railways whic 
have been passed by state legislature: 
during the current year; and the of- 
ficers of the association conclude that 
antagonism has diminished and _ that 
“the era of conciliation, conference 
end co-operation which this association 
was formed to promote, is manifestly 
dawning.” Mr. Noxon, secretary of te 
association, has made a personal study 
of all of the laws, railway and other, 
passed by all of the forty legislatures 
which have been in session; and con- 
cludes that the law-makers have defi- 
nitely turned to “a period of legisla- 
tive rest.”” He also quotes from the 
messages and other utterances of the 
governors of numerous states, to show 
that the importance of pursuing a rea- 
sonable policy toward the railways is 
now well understood. He says, further: 

“Reports from the forty states whose 
legislatures met in. 1911 show that a 
marked tendency, already widespread, 
has developed in the direction of a con- 
structive policy affecting railways, and 
in many instances affecting industry 
and business as well. 

“A number of states not-hitherto act 
ive in adopting railway restrictions en- 
acted this year regulatory statutes, 
notabiy California, Illinois, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut and New Hampshire. 
Several which already had many such 
laws passed additicnal provisions, evi- 
dently with the purpvuse of bringing 
their regsulations into line with what 
had been tried elsewhere. But view- 
ing the whole country the most far- 
reaching tendency is a diminution or 
complete cessation of law-making af- 
fecting the carriers. No less than 
twenty-four states passed little or 
Most striking of all, the 
states which have been pioneers in 
regulation and have up to a recent 
period done most in that direction 
seem to have nearly or quite given up 
the quest for further restrictions, and 
are now évincing anxiety to attract 
capital for the development of trans- 
portation and business.

Few people in Atlanta Know tnuc to 
The Constitution and to The Constitu- 
tion’s editor, Henry W. Grady, the

Among the “pumpkin” 
yams, We selected six that weighed one 
bushel even. Our pecan exhibit was 
perhaps the best that’ has ever been 
collected in Georgia; we had thirty- 
eight jars embracing all of the stand- 
ard varieties of the paper-shell and 
some of the seedlings to demonstrate 
the contrast. 


Complete Wool Exhibit. 


wn hod the only complete/wool ex- 
hibit in the building. It included the 
~swewe. cee OG SUplred Angora fleeces. 
This attracted wide attention especial- 
ly from the stock show contingent. We 
were naturally proud of the fact that 
the first importation of Angoras 
brought to the United States came to 
Georgia, and that practically every 
herd now in America carries a strain 
of this original importation. 

“We had the only complete exhibit of 
cotton and cotton seed products in the 
building, including both long and short 
staple cotton, cotton seed, hulls, linters, 
crude oils, refined cooking and salad 
Oils. oil cake and meal. . 

“Our sheaf grains were likewise 
good, the oats were particularly fine 
and Illinois itself did not produce any 
better sample of wheat than that dis- 
played by Georgia. We also had rice, 
both upland‘and coast and the Japanese 
as well as the Honduras varieties; rye, 
barley and flax. 

“Our bulk grains embraced all of 
these a elghteen of the thirty-seven 
varieties of the cow pea, together with 
velvet beans, lima beans, peas and soy 
beans. This exhibit together with our 
hays, which included alfalfa, baled and 
in the sheaf, and peavines, attracted 
the live stock people and the general 
farmer.

BIG INCREASE IN 
PRODUCTS OF CLAY. 


Georgia Leads All States Save 
West Virginia and | 
Arizona. 


According to the quarterly report 
which State Geologist 8S. W. McCallie 
submitted yesterday to the state 
geological board, the “percentage of 
increase in the value of the clay 
products of Georgia for 1910 was 10.35 
per cent over 1909. 

This, says Mr. McCallie, was a 
greater increase than was shown by 
any other state with the exception of 
West Virginia and Arizona. 

The report shows, fRowever, that 
while the increase in clay products is 


encouraging, the pottery industry is 
not coming up to the standard. He | 
states that Georgia at present, pro- 
duces only the lower grades of pot- 
tery, or instance, red earthenware, ! 
stoneware, yellow and Rockingham 
wares, which do not compare very 
favorably with the higher class pot- 
tery of other states. 

In conducting its investigations the 
past quarter the department has had 
the services of Dr. T. Poole Maynard, 
assistant geologist, who spent prac- 
ticdlly the entire quarter investigat- 
ing the slate deposits of Georgia, and 
Dr. A. D. Holmes, chemist of the 
geological survey, who made analyses 
during the two months and ten days 
he spent with the survey.

When Steamer Delhi Struck 
on the African Coast 


Princess Victoria Louise, of 
England, and Her Daugh- 
ters Narrowly Escape—One 
Daughter Fell Into Ocean, 


But Was Rescued by Sailor. 


Gibraltar, December 13.—Princess 
Louise Victoria, Princess Royal of 
Great Britain and Ireland and sister 
of King George V., and her daught@rs 
had a thrilling experience today when 
the Peninsular and Oriental steamship 
Delhi, on which they were voyaging 
to Egypt, struck the reefs off Cape 
Spartel, the northwest extremity of 
Africa. 

While being taken ashore by the 
long boat of the British armored 
cruiser Duke of Edinburg, they were 
thrown into the water by the cap- 
sizing of the boat, onetof the daugh- 
ters having a narrow escape from 


drowning. She was rescued by a 


sailor and carried to land with the | 
others, all suffering severely from the 


bitter cold. 
Seas Broke Over Vessel. 


The Delhi struck at 1 o'clock in the 
morning in a thick fog. Immediately 
all the passengers hurried from their 
staterooms half dressed and put on 
life preservers. Water poured steadily 
into the cabins, while enormous seas 
sometimes mast high broke over the 
vessel. Signals of distress were sent 
out by wireless and the first warship 
to arrive was the French cruiser 
Friant. 

It was long past 
the Friant’s steam 
to come alongside the Delhi. Im the 
meantime preparations were made 
aboard the stranded steamer to send 
the women and children ashore. One 
of the boats of the Delhi was lowered 
and filled with passengers. The 
launch finally succeeded in getting 
this in tow and then steamed to the 
British cruiser Duke of Edinburg, 
where the frightened women and chil- 
dren were safely taken aboard. 

Royal Family at Tangier. 

The Duke of Edinburg with 38 of 
the resgued passengers arrived here 
tonight. It was expected that the 
royal party would reach Gibraltar 
aboard the battleship London, but lat- 
est reports state that they had decided 
to remain for the night at Tangier, 
where they are housed in the British 
legation. 

The Delhi is reported to be in a 
critical position. She is broadside on 
the rocks. The salvage vessel Gibel- 
musa has sailed from here with ligh- 
ters and will make an attempt to save 
the specié, mails and luggage. The 
weather has moderated somewhat, but 
heavy seas are still Hreaking over 
the stranded vessel.

SOUTHERN BIRDS PROMINENT 


AMONG THE PRIZE WINNERS 


Prize-winners in the scores of dif- 
ferent class of fowls displayed at the 
big poultry show have been decided 
upon by the judges, who finished their 
work late yesterday afternoon. 

The complete list of prize-winners 
Was made public early in the evening 
and disclosed the fact that southern 
birds more than held their own in 
competition with those from the east 
and the middle west, whence, up to 
this time, it has been supposed that 
the purest-bred birds of the country 
come.

Washington, December 13.—Declar- 
ing there were too,many state stat- 
utes for control of the liquor traffic 
ang that unless the law was backed 
by a strong public opinion it was use- 
less, Ernest H. Cherrington, of Ohio, 
editor of a Presbyterian periodical, 
tonight urged the delegates to the 
fourteenth national convention of the 
Anti-Saloon League to give more time 


rto arousing public opinion against the 


liquor traffic and less to lobbying for 
the enactment of laws that never were 
enforced and soon became a dead let- 
ter, 

Mr. Cherrington said the campaigns 
that had been waged in some places 
for statewide. prohibition had done. the 


cause of temperance harm and cited 
Alabama as an illustration. 

“The Anti-Saloon League wags op- 
poseq to a statewide prohibition law 
in Alabama,” he said, “but the ques- 
tion was forced upon the organization 
by extremists. It is clear to every one 
now that the results have done our 
cause harm. The community was not 
ready for that measure and until you 
have public opinion with you it is a 
waste of time to force any law dn the 
people.” 

At the afternoon session Senator 
Luke Lea, of Tennessee, said he fav- 
ored national legislation to amend 
the interstate commerce law s0 as to 
prohibit the shipping of liquor into

Chicago, December 13.—Frightened 
over a big falling off in northwestern 
receipts, and because. of. unsettled | 
weather and strike threats in the Ar- 
gentine, wheat shorts today covered 
freely. In consequence, the market 
closed % to % cent higher than last 
night. All other leading staples, too, 
made a net gain—corn % to % cent, 
oats 1-16 to %@% cent, and hog prod- 
ucts 10 to 22% cents. 

The amount of trading in wheat 
was pnusually large. Aside from mo- 
tives’ supplied by the northwest and 
by South America, the livening up 
of cash demand in Chicago had a stir- 
Ting effect on speculators in general. 
Ohio millers were said to be the prin- 
cipal purchasers of the,spot grain, 
said to be 400,000 bushels of No. 2 red 
winter. Furthermore, Kansas City 
laid claim to shipping sales of 150,000 
bushels, mastly to go south, In the 
opinion of many dealers, the big move- 
ment of spring wheat to primary mar.- 
kets in the northwest was at an end, 
but this view could not be called 
unanimcus, particularly in the last 
half of the session. As bearing out 
the contrary idea, the lightness of ar- 
rivals today was declared to be due to 
heavy fog, which prevented two roads 
from bringing in any wheat at all to 
Minneapolis. Accordingly, prices 
sagged matcrially from top figures, 
but the close wag steady. Between 
the opening and the wind-up, May 
ranged from 97% to 98%, with last 
sales at 97% @97%, 
cent net. 

Spirited buying of corn futures grew 
out of reports that yield and quality 
were proving even worse than had 
been expected. Scarcity of country 
offerings had likewise a bullish effect. 
May fiuctuated from*®63%@63% _ to 
60%, closing firm, % cent up at 63%.

SAME OLD TRUST 
ASSERTS CUMMINS 


In Speaking of Tobacco Re- 
organization—The Senator 
Wants Decree Reviewed. 


Washington, December 13.—Senator 
Cummins, of Iowa, in a speech today, 
urged speedy action on his bill pro- 
viding for a review by the federal su- 
preme court of the decree of the 
United States circuit court for the 
southern district of New York, ap- 
proving the reorganization of the 
American Tobacco Company. 

He said “the welfare of the people, | 
the stability of business and the 
wants of congress imperatively re- | 
quire that this decree shall be re-| 
viewed by the supreme court, in order 
that we may know whether this de- 
cree is all that the anti-trust law 
will do for the people.” Until this is 
determined, he said, the present busi- 
ness uncertainty must. continue, 

Mr. Cummins said that notwith- 
standing the supreme court's decision 
dissolving the American Tobacco Com- 
pany had been based on the fact that 
the tabacco business had been 480 
largely controlled by one company, the 
control of the affairs of the company 
was continued largely in three hold- 
ing companies—the American Compa- 
ny, the P. Lorfllard Company, and the 
Liggett & Myers Company, owning 
$213,000,000 of the entire $223,000,000 | 
of the old American Company. 

“The same men who owned the 
American Tobacco Company own these 
three companies and own them in the 
same proportion that they owned the 
old company,” he said, “so that they 
will contro] the business under the 
new arrangements as completely as 
they controlled it under the old order. 
If it was unlawful for these men to 


as they did, it is giving the people a 
stone instead of bread to permit these 
new orders to continue.” ? 

He declared the Other eleven com- 
panies were owned by the same peuple 
who own the three, “so that the only 
result achieved will be to make the 

inconvenient.”
